Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-23 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a device 
or method for compensating capacitance changes in a micro-electric-mechanical 
sensor comprising feeding a common node with a compensating electric 
quantity, inversely proportional to a common rest detection capacitance, and in 
the combination as claimed. 

Claims 24-26 are allowable because none of the prior art discloses a 
method for operating an electro-mechanical sensor comprising compensating 
during a detecting step, for changes in a common detection capacitance, and in 
the combination as claimed.
